nooks la clothe:} with mosses arid lichen. 


As the forest grows older the shrubs 


are the first plants to disappear, be- 
cause of the Increasing shade. 
They 


are followed after a few years first by 
the taller herbs and then by the others, 
until only those flowers that require 
little light are left. 
Even these persist 


only In more open spots and finally dls 
appear and the shade becomes uniform 
ly dense. 


A mature forest, JiOO years old or 


more, rarely allows even a stray sun- 
beam to pas# and beneath It is twilight 
at noonday. 
A few evergreen plrolas 


blossom In scattered groups, ('lusters 
of the coral root are found frequently 
In bloom, but this Is a leafless orchid 
that requires little or no light. 
The 


ground in covered with a dense layer 
of brown spruce needles, which furnish 
a home for toadstools and cup fungi 
and in the molster places for lichens 
and mosses. 


The forest has now reached It* lina 


stage. 
It may still persist In this fornj 


for several hundred years. 
Indeed, if 


It Is not removed by an accident, it Is 
difficult to set a limit to Its ago.

ICarn of Criminal*. 


Before the annual congress of Ger- 


man anthropologists, which 
Is 
now 


meeting at Gcrlltz, Prof. Blau, a well- 
kiown authority on diseases of the 
ear, read an interesting paper on the 
formation of the ears of criminals and 
lunatics, says the London Telegraph. 
Prof. Blau has taken accurate meas- 
urements of M.Oei ears, 'dftnese 255 
are the ears of lunatics and 343 those 
of mala criminals. 
The examination, 


moreover, was confined to men of one 
race and one country. 


The professor comes to the conclu- 


sion that In the vast majority of cases 
the various parts of the auricle, or ex- 
ternal ear, are larger In the case of 
criminals and lunatics than In the case 
of normal persons. That Is especially 
noticeable In the helix, or incurved out- 
er border of the ear nnd also In the 
lobe. 
According to Prof. Blau, the 


larger the helix Is, the lower the state 
of mental development. 
The hearing 


faculty, on the other hand, Is keener, 
and Prof. Blau illustrates his theory 
by reference to the auricles of apes, 
who are all In possession of this ex- 
tended outer border. 
Prof. Blau add- 


ed the curious remark that an abnor- 
mal development of the outer border 
was more noticeable among criminals 
charged with sexual crimes than any 
other classes of criminals. 


MOIIKI- KlilM a Cat. 


I I Is not often that a nii;u>'e kills a 


cat. Such u death, however, was meted 
out: last month to a line black cat in 
a Cape May hotel. 


The cat caught the mouse and began, 


as cats will, to play with it, to tease 
it. 
For some ten minutes this went 


on. 


And then, all of u sudden, the cat 


found herself struggling for her llfo. 
In mouthing the mouse, without desir- 
ing to hurt it, she had Inadvertently 
half swallowed It. There It was, stuck 
In her throat, choking her to death.

memorative custom or memorial service which may be 
adopted In later years will take the place of the sight of 
the soldiers themselves. 


There Is added reason, therefore, why each of the en- 


campments to come should be made the occasion for such 
a demonstration of deep and tender Interest as that which 
has greeted the veterans in their meeting at Minneapo- 
lis-.

EDUCATING FARMERS' DAUGHTERS.

Bons taught, In many Instances becoming teachers. 


Belgium Is a thickly-populated country. There are nu- 


merous cities and towns that tenipt the young people to 
leave the farms. 
The rtnughters of well-to-do farmers 


are inclined to take life easy and try to live above work- 
Ing on the farm. It was to correct this growing evil that 
the new schools were instituted. 
Every school admits 


fifteen pupils. 
Every girl has a room to herself, and 


must take proper care of it while she remains a student 
All are dressed alike, and their clothing Is made of ordi- 
nary material. A term of ten months generally enthuses 
the pup» wljth A Mkltig Jo*|this fnrujf and results ,in keep- 
ing the girls at home and benefiting the country by their 
lives 6f usefulness. 


Modern life on the farm should be enticing to tbe nous 


and daughters of the country. It certainly presents many 
attractions not found in the pioneer days of agriculture. 
There is a hope for homes and happiness in the future 
that cannot be held out in the marts of commerce. Any 
system of educating that tends to training the minds of 
pupils 
in a different 
direction 
Is not to be com- 


mended.

opportunities on the farm for getting an Interest In 
the land than In any occupation offered enterprising 
young people.

able financiers ever dreamed of Investigating t!i« pack- 
ages; and for nil the directors knew the packages, rep- 
resenting tbe foundation of the whole structure, might; 
have contained sawdust.

The truth was at last revealed, but not through any 


mental efforts of tbe directors. The suicide of the un- 
fortunate president started an Investigation, quickly dia- 
closlng a state of affairs that might never have material- 
ized had the directors fully appreciated the Importance of 
their trust. This, and many other similar disasters have- 
developed such un obvious moral that a new era must 
come—an era In which directors, whether of the Bank of 
England, or of a concern capitalized at $5,000, will exer- 
cise a vigilant safeguard over the interests of all who an»- 
dependent upon their company's success.—Montreal Star.

Is found everywhere except In the most 
shaded spot*. 


The layer of rhrubs nntl bushes con- 


sists largely of the mountain 
maple, 


rose and nlnebark, among which are 
scattered blrehi!.<i,*gooseberrlert, raspber- 
ries and viburnum*. 
In spring the 


ground Is carpeted w.ltii strawberries, 
Along the brooks white and yellow vio- 
lets are common and orchids are scat- 
tered hero and there. In the summer 
flowers are abundant, gentians, blue- 
bells, goldenrods, daisies, columbines 
and painted cups vying with each other 
In giving color to the mass of green. In 
the shadier places low ferns 'abound, 
while tho moist soil of 
tho shadiest 


nooks Ifl clothed with mosses arid lichen. 


As the forest grows older the shrubs 


are tbe first plants to disappear, be- 
cause of the Increasing shade. 
They 


are followed after a few years first by 
the taller herbs and then by the others, 
until only those flowers that require 
little light are left. Even these persist 
only In more open spots and finally dis- 
appear and the shade becomes uniform- 
ly dense. 


A mature forest, 200 years old or 


more, rarely allows even a stray sun- 
beam to pass and beneath It Is twilight 
at noonday. A few evergreen plrolas 
blossom In scattered groups. 
Clusters 


of the coral root are found frequently 
In bloom, but this Is a leafless orchid 
that requires little or no llgh't. 
The 


ground is covered with a dense layer 
of brown spruce needles, which furnish 
a home for toadstools and cup fungi, 
and In the inolster places for lichens 
and mosses. 


The forest 1ms now reached Its final 


stage. It may still persist in this forin 
for several hundred years. Indeed, if 
It is not removed by an accident, it 1« 
difficult to set a limit to Its age. 
in 


any event, a forest can rarely live 1,00<J 
years, owing to the great weight of tho 
tree tops and the fact that decay Is 
constantly weakening tho trunks. — St. 
Nicholas.

man anthropologists, which

meeting at Oerlltz, Prof. Blau, n well- 
known authority on diseases of the 
ear, read an Interesting paper on the 
formation of the ears of criminals and' 
lunatics,, say*; tbe. London Telegraph. 


of mala criminals; The examination, 
moreover, was confined to men of one 
race and one country. 


The professor conies to the conclu- 


ilon that in the vast majority 'of cases 
the various parts of the auricle, or ex- 
ternal ear, are larger In the case of 
criminals and lunatics than In the case 
of normal persons. That Is especially 
noticeable In the helix, or incurved out- 
er border of the cur and also In the 
lobe. 
According to Prof. Blau, tbe 


larger the helix Is, the lower the state 
of mental development. 
The hearing 


faculty, on tho other hand, Is keener, 
and Prof. Blau Illustrates his theory 
by reference to tho auricles of apes, 
who are all In possession of tbls ex- 
tended outer border. 
Prof. Blau add- 


ed the curious remark that an abnor- 
mal development of the outer border 
was more noticeable among criminals' 
charged with sexual crimes than any 
other olaKses of criminals.

dosed room iu which they may roost, 
lay and remain Ui cold weather if they 
choose to do so and a shed opening to 
the south where they can scratch and 
»mu themselves to their liking. There 
should be au opening between this shed 
and the closed room through which the 
fowls may have free egress during the 
day, but which should be closed at 


night in cold weather aud for the pro- 
tection of the bens from intruders. The 
shed floor should be covered with chaff, 
straw or leaves to tho depth of five or 
six Inches, 
if road dust or sand Is 


mixed with it the better .the fowls will 
bo suited. 
If grain is scattered over 


the litter tho fowls will busy them- 
selves scratching for It, and thia open- 
air exercise will be n strong factor in 
keeping the flock healthy. It will also 
result in a larger yield of eggs if aa 
egg-producing diet is given iu connec- 
tion witb it.

PROPER METHOD OF IRONING. 


Expert Given Pointer* on Treatment 


of Finer Garmeutn. 


In tbe Housekeeper, Mary 
Taylor- 


lloss gives an excellent 
method 
of 


treating the finer garments that go to 
the laundry to be cleansed. 


Have a set of irons that include all 


sizes, the large ones measuring four 
inches at the largest -part, and then 
some small, pointed ones, and ono or 
two very long, thin ones, for sleeves 
and similar puckering places. With the 
pointed irons, iron out the laces, em- 
broidery and ruffles, carefully pointing 
each scallop and avoiding that great 
fault of the ordinary laundress, tear- 
ing tbe lace with the irou«or pulling it 
out of shape. 
Iron all insertions and 


medallions first, to keep them straight 
and iron circular ruffles with the thread 
of tbe goods. All frills, laces and em- 
broideries, as well as the sleeves and 
yokes, should be done before the plain- 
er parts, for these are apt to get soiled 
wliile wet, and if proiwrly dried with 
the iron will not get out of order while 
tbe larger part of tbe garment Is iron- 
ed. Tbe ruffles of skirts and drawers 
Hbould be done first, and then the body 
part, and one can easily avoid crushing 
tbe trimming after ono !ias become ac- 
customed to the work. 


Keep a bowl of tepid water and n 


piece of clean linen near the 
ironing 


board, to remove any sjwts or specks 
that may get on the clothing while 
drying or being ironed, anu to dampen 
properly any places that have become 
too dry. 
He sure to keep the flatiron

sizes, the large ones measuring four 
Humes at the largest-part, 'and then 
some Small, pointed ones, and one or 
two very long, thin Ones, for sleeves 
and qjirillar puckering places. With the 
pointed'"lr6hs,' Iron 'out the' laces, em- 
'broidery and ruffles, carefully pointing 
each scallop and avoiding that great 
fault of the ordinary laundress, tear- 
ing the lace with the iron«or pulling It 
out of- (shape. Iron all insertions and 
medallions first, to keep them straight 
and Iron circular ruffles with the thread 
of the goods. All frills, laces and em- 
broideries, as well as the sleeves and 
yokes, should be done before the plain- 
er parts, for these arc apt to get soiled 
while wet, and if properly dried with 
the iron will not get out of order while 
tbe larger part of the garment !s iron- 
ed. Tbe ruffles of skirts and drawers 
should be done first, and then the body 
part, and one can-easily aroid crushing 
the trimming after one has become ac- 
customed to the work. 


Keep a bowl of tepid water and n 


piece of clean linen near the 
ironing 


board, to remove any spots or specks 
that may get on the clothing while 
drying or being ironed, ana to dampen 
properly any places that have become 
too dry. 
Be sure to keep the flntiron 


on each part until it is "bone dry," or 
the work will have a most draggled ap- 
pearance when it is finished. 


The folding of under linen Is an art 


nil toy itself, ami it is advisable, if one 
cannot take a course In a 
domestic 


training school, to go Into the folding 
department of a general laundry for a 
few weeks, until one learns jqst how 
all articles are folded. Or mid some 
one who works In tlio folding depart- 
ment of a laundry, and learn from her, 
for there is much in the proper folding 
of garments that adds to the appear- 
ance of the finished work, and there Is 
ii certain knack In doing this part of 
the work which must be learned, 


A small Ironing stove, burning gas, 


1* the best for the professional hum- 
dress, since it cost* less for fuel nnd 
the gas does not stain the iron; have 
lioth stove and iron Immaculately clean, 
scouring the irons each time they are 
used, and then putting them away in 
wnnlj bags to keep them from the dust 
and dirt If well-washed each time it 
takes but a few momenta, and then the 
irons are always 4)0111. 
Keep certain 


irons for starched piece*, and other* 
for the plainer, rougher part*, anil uo 
not make tho mistake of having too 
few .Irons, for this entails much waiting 
for them to bout.

Ing the plains—within the reservation—as they did before the pitiless warfare 
upon them was carried so nearly to the point of extermination. 
When the 


plans now under way are carried out Oklahoma will be able to boast, In this 
Wichita mountain game reserve, one of the finest natural game parks in 
the country. 


Naturalists who have visited the region unite In saying tlmt the preserve, 


without question, can be made one of the most successful in the United States! 
The 57,120 acres of land set apart by net of Congress for this purpose lies irt 
the rugged embrace of mountains that attain au altitude of 2,700 feet above 
sen level, from whose summits one may behold the marvelous'expanse of 
plalus rolling westward to the Itocky mountains and southward to the Rio 
Grande del Norte. 


To the east the country Is broken by timbered streams, many of them 


splendid water courses, between which are fertile prairies and ever increasing 
hills that merge finally Into the bastions of the beautiful Ozarks lu Arkansas 
uud Missouri. From the north, as far as the Dominion of Canada and stretch- 
ing southward to the Gulf of Mexico, there sweeps past the Wlchltas the 
mighty pathway of the plains, rich in nutritious grasses, over which grazed 
lu the earlier days the migratory herds of buffalo and deer.

When the 
plans now under wny ar« carried out Oklahoma will be able to boast, In this 
Wichita mountain game reserve, one of the finest natural game parks in 
tho country. 


Naturalists who have visited the region unite In saying that the preserve, 


without question, can be made one of the most successful In the United States! 
The B7.120 acres of land sot apart by act of Congress for this purpose lies In 
tho rugged embrace of mountains that attain an altitude of 2,700 feet nbove 
sea level, from whose summits one may behold the marvelous* expanse of 
plains rolling westward to tho Rocky mountains nnd southward to tho Bio 
Grande del Norte. 


To the east the country Is broken by timbered streams, many of them 


splendid wator courses, between which are fertile prairies nnd ever Increasing 
hills that merge finally into the bnstlons of the beautiful Qznrka in Arkansas 
and Missouri.

Placing the 
ralue of these products at $5,000,000,- 
000 per year, be notes an annual 
shrinkage, due to Insect pests, of fully 
' 10 per cent—in many cases of 50 per 
cent; but, at 10 per cent, $500,000,000 la 
"the minimum yearly tax which 
In- 


sect* levy apou the products of the 
farm." Thi« dot* not include loss to 
farm products in storage, $100,000,000, 
or to natural forest and food products, 
also tlPO.000.OQO, making a total annual 
loss of $700,000,000 directly traceable 
to Insect pests.
